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BRITISH EMBARGO FOLLOWS — 


Livestock, Straw and Hay Banned 
—U. S. Directs Fight Against 
Epidemic. 
By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 
tation of livestock, hay and straw 
‘into Great Britain from the United 
States has been prohibited by the 


British Government because of the | 


prevalence of the foot and mouth 
disease in Texas. 

The ‘notice of the embargo, re- 
ceived at the Department of Agri- 
culture, is similar to that placed at 
the time of the recent outbreak of 
the disease in California, 
afterward modified to embrace oaly 
‘California and adjacent states. 
Canada also has placed 
embargo. 

Forces pf the State and Federal 
Governmént are being co-ordinated | 
for a protracted fight to eradicate 
the foot and mouth diseise near 
here. No new outbreaks were re- 
ported yesterday in the quarantine 
area. 

J. E. Boog-Scott, chairman 
the Texas Sanitary Livestock Com- 
mission, welcomed the co-operation | 
of the Federal Government. ‘It 
was the only sensible thing to do,” 
he said. “The Department of Ag- 
riculture has had experience in 
handling such situations; we have 
not. We are only interested in 
eradication of the foot and mouth 
disease, no matter how it is done.’’ 
He indicated that the machinery 
which had been set up by his de- 
partment would continue to func- 
tion as it had in the past. and that 
the only apparent change in the 
situation would be more efficient 
direction of the work.

New York Town Stirred by 
Rule Against Corporal 
Punishment. 


NEW YORK, Oct. Oct. 1.—A. Imp 
and ragged bit of rubber hose, 
resting for the moment on the 
kitchen table of J. R. Silk, insur- 
ance salesman, has wrecked the 
peace of the little commuters’ town 
of Elmsford, four miles from White 
Piains.

“If these people insist on banish- 
ing corporal punishment,”’ he said, 
“the principal of the school will 
leave. Sixteen of the 22 women 
teachers will resign with him. We 
will have to close the school. You 
can’t» have education without cor- 
poral punishment.’’ 

Dr. Sharidan has none of his 
children in the school. With him- 
on the Board of Education, insist- 
ing on the return of the rubber 
hose, Is J. R. Silk. for the moment 
the possessor of that article. Op- 
posed to them are Robert Lorzing, 
Otto Lippel and Thomas English, 
the Democratic boss of Elmsford. 

“J have been principal of high 
schools for 13 years,’’ Howard L. 
Holden, the new principal, said to- 
day. “I have always used a rub- 
ber hose to punish children. It is 
effective way to preserve 
discipline. The law provides that 
a school teacher may not strike a 
child so it leaves a mark. A rub- 
ber hose leaves no mark.. That 
makes it the only instrument the 
law allows for spanking children.’’

The reference to Article XI will be 
an inducement to science to clear 
the ground for the work which the 
League of Nations will have to un- 
dertake with a view to bringing 
about through development of the 
rules of international law a closer 
reconciliation between the individ- 
ual interests of its members and 
the universal interests which it is 
designed to serve. 

This is deemed here to, be an- 
other way of saying that many 
problems now claimed to be domes- 
tic in nature are really interna- 
tional, and that this category might 
include social problems like immi- 
gration, equitable treatment for 
foreigners and other matters allud- 
ed to though not specially men- 
tioned. not only by the Japanese. 
but also by the Italians. In a 
sense, it is regarded as reiteration 
of the idea that the time is arriv- 
ing when states must be willing to 
curb states sovereignty in the com- 
mon interest of all countries. 


Another feature of the report of 
special interest to Americans. {fs a 
declaration regarding the settle- 
ment of disputes arising between a 
state which has signed the protocol 
and states which have not signed 
it and nonmembers of the League 
of Nations. The report emphasizes 
that in order that signatory states 
may enjoy the essential advantages 
offered by the protocol, it is pro- 
vided that when a conflict arises 
with a nonsignatory, ‘that state 
shall be invited to conform to the 
new procedure of pacific settlement 
and that if it refuses and resoris to 
war it shall be amenable to sanc- 
tions. The resolution presented to 
the assembly recommends accep- 
tance of the protocol by member 
;0overnments, invites adhesion by 
nonmember states and requests the 
Council to arrange for a conference 
on reduction of armaments next 
June at Geneva. A second recom- 
mends that all states accept at the 
earliest possible moment the com- 
pulsory arbitration clause of the 
world court with such reservations 
as are deemed indispensable to the 
“interests of the progress of inter- 
national justice.”’ 


Speedy Conference Urged. 

The morning session of the as- 
sembly was taken up almost ex- 
clusively by the reading of the re- 
ports of Politis and Benes, who ex- 
plained the reports and urged their 
unanimous approbation. 

Both received prolonged ova- 
tions, the reception given Politis 
being particularly enthusiastic in 
view of his protracted efforts dur- 
ing the last three days to solve the 
problem created by the Japanese 
demands. Benes emphasized that 
the forthcoming disarmament con- 
ference was firmly bound up with 
the protocol because arbitration, 
security and disarmament were in- 
separable. He urged speedy ratifi- 
s of the protocol by the va-

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ON LAW STANDARDS 


Former Judge aati Says 
Rules -Must Be Made. for 
the Many, Not Few. 


“Legal Education and Your Bus.- 
ness” was the theme on which fore 
mer Circuit Judge Daniel G. Tay- 
lor addressed the Chamber of 
Commerce today. His address was 
part of a campaign being conducted 
by a special committee of the Mis- 
souri Bar Association in behalf of 
higher standards of educational re- 
quirements for lawyers. 

Judge Taylor spoke of the train- 
ing of the lawyer for privats prac- 
tice and for public life, saying ing 
part: 

‘The proper performance of the 
services of a lawyer to his client 
and a satisfactory discharge of his 
duties to the public require more 
than mere technical legal training. 
Lawyers should have a roundation 
of a broad general education upon 
which to build their legal studies. 
A high standard of academic traia- 
ing should be demanded before a 
student is permitted to enter a law 
school. Modern law has become *o 
complex and the questions which 
a lawyer is called upon to consid«r 
require a knowledge of such a wide 
variety of subjects that a man who 
nas had no preparatory academic 
echoolin# is at a great disadvantage 
in competition with his more highly 
trained brother, even though he 
may not be conscious of this han- 
dicap. 

Under conditions as they exist 
now and will probably continue for 
many years to come, the lawyer is 
the most available citizen for pub- 
lic office. A vast majority of our 
important public offices are filled 
by lawyers. Lawyers furnish the 
field to which the public naturally 
turns to find its principal public 
officials, and the public should he 
interested in seeing that this sourve 
of supply on which it draws is of 
the highest practical standard. In 
the very nature of things the cap- 
able business man cannot give over 
his time to extended public serv- 
ice. What is more menacing tv 
the future of our institutions than 
turning important public affairs of 
state over to persons utterly lack- 
ing in education? 

There is no question but that 
there have been individual cases 
when men of smal! education but 
of large intellect have been great 
lawyers, great statesmen, or great 
in other callings. But the rules 
governing the admission to. the 
practice of the law mus* be made 
not for these extraordinary indi- 
viduals, but for the majwrity. The 
extraordinary man will find a way 
to assert himself and overcome 
what some people might think un- 
reasonable barriers, and rul-s must 
be made for the many. not the few.

Phaff was given his first official 
examination today before Comman- 
dant Fournier, of the French navy. 
The piracy charged is in connec-

were removed by armed raiders to 
schooners which etood by. 

Phaff pleaded not guilty, and, in 
his examination, declared he could 
prove an alibi. He also invoked the 
argument that it was not necessary 
for him to commit a piracy, be- 
cause he had ‘unlimited credit with 
a big Canadian bank which en- 
abled him to buy contraband whis- 
ky without the use of “Captain 
Kidd’’ methods. Hie said he was 
prepared to produce documents 
which would show that on three 
different occasions the Canadian 
bank supplied him with letters of 
credit for £25,000 (approximately 
$125,000) the object being to buy 
whisky in England for smuggling 
into the United States. 

A man-now in jail in Montreal 
awaiting trial on a charge of rum- 
running or piracy

declared that the man in jail “pi- 
rated the Lutzen, with 20,000 cases 
of whisky aboard.’

Investigation To Go the Limit. 

“Perhaps if the American pro- 
hibition authorities were acquain- 
ted with the details of this case, it 
would facilitate their task in run- 
ning down rum runners. This inves- 
tigation will be carried to the ex- 
treme limit of the law, regardless 
of who is hurt. If French firms 
aré shown to have violated the 
American prohibition law they will 
be exposed, as well as the British 
firms that are implicated. 

“T have the names and address- 
es of men higher up, the so-called 
whiskey ring in New York and 
these will come out during the 
trial of this-man.

PROTEST AGAINST NO-PARKING 


| RULE FOR ST. CHARLES ST. 


| Twenty Business Men State Opposi- 
tion to Plan at Traffic 
Council Meeting. 

The Traffic Council, considering 
a proposed no-parking rule of 8t. 
Charles street between Third and 
Thirteenth streets, today listened to 
protests from 20 business men of 
that district. It was argued that 
such a rule would convert. the 
Street into a thoroughfare used ex- 
clusively by heavy, commercial ve- 
hicles, and abruptly end the efforts 
of property owners to encourage 
retail stores there. 

The proposal was taken under 
advisement, after a suggestion was 


made that a parking rule be adopt- 
ed similar to that in effect on 
Washington avenue, Locust and 
Mlive streets, where parking is for- 
bidden between 7 and<10 a. m. and 
4 and 6 p. m. 

The discussion of parking on St. 
Charles street caused a revival of 
the search for a solution of the 
taxicab problem at Hotel Statler. 
E. M. Statler, president of the hotel 
company, said he would consider 
the council's proposal for a com- 
mon starter with not more than 
five cabs at the St. Charles entrance 
atone time. At present the Brown 
Cab Co. has the exclusive privilege 
of soliciting business in the lobby 
and the various unemployed cabs 
cruise continuously around the 
block, interfering with private tars 
and blocking traffic.

Threat to National Banks. 


The diminishing relative import-

which threatens the existence of 
the national banking system, al- 
though the banks individually are 
stronger than ever, T. R. Preston, 
president National Bank Division, 
said in an address today. 

Preston said that 40 years ago 
possessed 75 
whereas they 
now possess but. 48 per cent. 

“Since January. 1918,” said 
Preston. “174 large national banks 
have become. state institutions, 
their resources representing two 
billions of dollars, or about 10 per 
cent of the total resources of all 
national banks. These conversions 
included the two oldest banking 
institutions in America. In Califor- 
nia alone, in the last six years, 47 
national hanks have been convert- 
ed to state banks, in New York 
°4. Ohio 19 and Pennsylvania 15.” 


“In order to maintain the Fed- 
eral reserve system at its best the 
national banking system must 
grow and prosper, and if national 
hanks decrease In strength and 
importance, the Federal reserve 
system eventually will meet the 
same fate. 

“The ‘principal reason for the 
decline of the national banking 
system is the broader and more 
liberal charter powers granted to 
state banks than to national banks.

A friend who is an intimate of the poll- 
ticilans in New York City writes that while 
Smith will no doubt be re-elected Governor 
there is not at this time any prospect of 
Davis carrying New York.
